correct statement of the affair, but 
more lariy of certain actions 
and events which preceded the 
disaster; and this erroneous and ex-

The report that The Times kept 
a dungeon in its auxiliary plant for 
malign and bloody purposes lacks 
confirmation: and so does that other 
report that we habitually maintainet 
a Bogardus kicker where it will do 
the most good. 

All of our transactions In connec- 
tion with the establishment of the 
auxiliary plant after the San Fran- 
cisco fire of 1906 were “straight os 4 
string,” and defensible from every 
lawful, rational and business stand- 
point. I make no apologies for that 
plant or for its establishment, but 
congratulate myself and my co-own- 
ers therefor. 

The possession of this auxiliary 
plant, with its battery of linotype ma- 
chines, a fairly adequate hand-com- 
position equipment, a stereotype plant, 
two gas engines, and two fast Hoe 
presses, proved to be what we had 
always intended it to be, namely, a 
Godsend, pure and simple, to us after 
the frightful calamity that had be- 
fallen The Times and the sudden and 
atrenuous emergency which it created.

HE FIND HER? 

Since the dawn of creation men have 
striven to reach impossible ideals, have un- 
dertaken desperate enterprises, have sSught 
the unattainable In a thousand different 
forms. But no philosopher or reformer, no 
optimist or idealist ever tackled a more 
diMecult task than has H. R. Green, son of 
Hetty, the richest *voman in America. With 
$125,000,000 to dwarf his otherwise splen- 
did personality, he has declared his inten- 
tion within a year's time to find for himself 
a wife—not in itself a aréat achlevement— 
but with this drastic condition attached: 
“It must be someone who does not want his 
money.” A year, twelve little months, 365 
insignificant days, seems too short a time 
in which to discover any man, Woman or 
child who does not want over $100,000,000. 

Many of us have read Tennyson's pretty 
poem of the “Lord of Burleigh;"” how he 
disguised himself as a poor landscape paint- 
er and so won the heart of a village maiden;

Bergeon succeeds in the third place on ac 
count of his results, He relates man to 
immortality in a logical, creative way, mak- 
ing eternal consciousness a thing within 
the achievement of the race, regardless of 
man's faith in what has been. When a 
great scholar uses the intellect merely to 
utter what is laid bare by inapiration, when 
he recognizes from whatis wound off into ac- 
tion the thing that might be wound up into | 
wisdom, and when, as a result, he sees) 
clearly a universe made tangible and visible | 
by the effort of mind or spirit to overcome | 
or suspend the downward rush of matter, 
his voice could not be other than welcome 
to an age that sincerely seeks the dual con- 
frmation of things knowledgeable through 
the use of both heart and brain.

“The temper and feeling' of the 
wounded men,” says the report, “was 
good; many of them were hopeful 
and buoyant, a few aad and depressed, 
but the general tone was that of men 
who felt they had done their duty 
and were ready to do it again. In 
gome instances expressions of disre- 
spect and blame toward their officers 
were volunteered in anewer to inquir- 
les as to how they received their 
wounds.” 

Already the gentle ministrations of 
female purses were a feature of the 
Washington hospitals. “The women 
nurses are @ great comfort to the 
sick,” stated the report. yn =the 
other hand the male nurses showed 
“Inetlictency and want of aptitude.” 

Nor was the womankind minister- 
ing to the soldiers here alone, 

“The principal want experienced 
by the sick,” stated the repart, “and 
one which the government makes no 
provision whatever for meeting, was 
found by your committee to be clean 
and appropriate hospital clothing. 

“But for the liberal forethought of 
the benevolent women of the nation 
our soldiers would have bean com- 
pelled to lie sick and wounded in the 
clothes in which they entered the hos- 
pital wards, and which, in’ many 
cases, had not been changed or even 
washed for weeks before.” ) 

The — Sanitary Commission here 
showed its worth by supplying proper 
clothing to the sick and wounded; by 
securing laundresses to wash the 
clothing they had on when they came 
tothe hospitals; by hiring barbers; 
by providing drinking cups and spouts 
for administering medicines or liquid 
foods, and by securing’ bed tables, 
easy chairs, writing paper and: enve- 
lopea and other things for the ton- 
valescents—-all of which things were 
unprovided for in the government 
regulations. 

Already the commission foresaw 
the greater need that was to come 
as the war dragged on. “We suggest 
that the government cannot err in 
making the most liberal 
the sick and wounded,” it reported, 


“and in the promptest manner, by the 
accumulation of large stores of bed- 
ding and hospital supplies at e and 


available localities near the main 
body of the army. ) 

“It is a just estimate to assume the 
necessity of providing for 10 pet cent. 
at least of sick for an army in the 
field; and thie would bring the num- 
ber nearer 15,000 than 1500, while 
with hard-fought battles in prospect 
and the sickness of the avtumn 
montha, the percentage to be provided 
for will probably be much higher 
than this estimate.” 

That this estimate was conserva 
tive was to be shown by the ratio 
of sickness for the months of July, 
August, September and October, 15461, 
in which not less than 27,654 cares of 
sickness were treated in the Union 
army, which numbered August 
230.000 men. 

Medical reports showed that some 
regiments—those from Ohio—hed as 


high as 192 men sick in the thousand. 
Maine regiments came next, with 124, 
New Jersey had the lowest . 
with 36. 
Best Type of Hospital. 4 
The Sanitary Commission, stating 


that Washington did not offer a single 
building suitable for military hpspi- 
tal purposes, proceeded to recommend 
the erection of wooten pavilions, 
“properly constructed and scattered.” 
as the best hospital structures. . ~ 

It was In accordance with this sug- 
gestion that the government finally 
began the erection of extensive hosp!- 
tale in Washington. 

It was, however, to grope its way 
for several months among further 
makeshift hospitals—public halla 
churches, the Patent Office and other 
public buildings—before adopting the 
pavilion type, which, before the war 
ended, was to become the standard 
army hospital. 

In such buildings p ventila- 
tion and sanitation could be secifred, 
while the large interiors could be ren- 
dered cheerful by simple decorations. 

Of the numerous hospitals of this 
type that sprang up in time the ‘fol- 
lowing is a description: 

“The sheds are long, one-story edi- 
fices, sometimes ranged along im a 
row, with their heads to the street, 
and numbered either alphabetically, 
wards A or B, C, D, and so on: or 
wards 1, 2, 3, ete; The middle one 
will be marked by a flagstaff, is 
the office of the establishment, h 
rooms for the ward surgeons. One of 
these sheds, or wards, will contain 
sixty cots; sometimes tn an emergency 
they crowd in more.
